S.R.O, 298. — ^In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Mili- 
tary Engnieer Services (Industrial Class III and Class IV 
posts) Recruitment Rules, 1971, namly : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Military Engineer Ser- 
vices (Industrial Class III and Class IV posts) Recruitment 
(Amendment) Rules, 1977,

S.R.O. 301.~ln exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 13 of the National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948), 
Ihe Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, 
itamely — 

1. (1) These rules may be called Ihe National Cadet Corps 
(Amendment) Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1943, 

(a) for clause (d) of rule 16, the following clause shall 

be substituted, namely 

“(d) unless he is a permanent member of Ihc teaching 
staff of a college with a minimum of 3 years’ 
service us a regular lecturer or he is a regular 
member of the teaching staff of a school with 3 
years service ; 

Provided that in the case of lucfi members of the teaching 
staff who have served in the National Cadet Corps as Under 
Officers or have obtained 'B' or ‘C’ Certificates, the con- 
dition of 3 years’ service may be relaxed by Director General 
National Cadet Corps and they may be appointed even earlier 

(b) for sub-rule (1) of rule 17, the following sub-rule shall 

be substituted, namely - 

“(1) A person desirous of being appointed as an officer 
in the Senior Division shall apply direct to the 
Vice Chancellor of the University or the Director 
National Cadet Corps of the State or the Director 
of Public Instruction, as may be specified in this 
behalf by the State Government, with one copy to 
the Principal of the College, and thereupon the 
Principal of the College shall forward his re- 
commendation to the Vice-Chancellor, the Direc- 
tor National Cadet Corps of the State or the 
Director of Public Instruction as the case may be”;
